The biggest radio station in the 
world is~ that of Rugby, England, 
which covers nine hundred acres and 
has twelve steel masts, each more 
than eight hundred feet ‘high. The 
total length of wires used in its aerials 
is more than three miles. It uses a 
super-power of 100 kilowatts and a 
wave length of about 6,000 meters. 

The first wireless station on the Alps 
has been fitted up. It is located on 
St, Margaret's Hut, which is 5,250 feet 
above sea level on the route to the 
summit of Mount Rosa. Generally, 
when a climber is in danger and help 
is needed, the guide has _ to- spend 
many hours getting down to the foot 
to secure assistance, With this wire- 
less station at the top, all that is neces- 
sary is to send a summons, and in the 
next few minutes help will already be 
on the way. r
